ISTOIRE Ancienne des Eeyptiens, &c. that is, 
The Ancient Hiffory of the Egyptians, &c. by Mr. 
Rellin, Vol. LV. ; 

We concluded our laft Extract from the IV. Volume of 
this Work, with an Account of Lv/ander’s fruitlefs At- 
tempt to alter the Succeffion to the Throne of Lacedemo- 
nia in Favour of himfelf, 

Tiffephernes, having now confiderably augmented his 
Army, fent a Maflage to Agef/aus, in which he infifted 
upon his quitting 44a, and threatned him, in Cafe of a 
Retufal, with a War: Upon which the King of Sparta 
marched into Phrygiz, mide himfelf Mafter of feveral 
‘Lowns, and with the Spoil thereof enriched his Officers 
and Soldiers. ‘The next Spring he came with his Army 
to Eehefus, and declared his Detign of Marching into Ly- 
dia. Tiffapbernes, who looked upon this to be no more 
than a Pretence, gave Orders to his Troops to march 
with ali Speed toward Caria, the Place of his Refidence, 
while Agef/aus,, entering Lydiz, drew near unto Sardrs. 
The Lacédemonians gave the Perfian Cavalry Battle, be- 
iore the Infantry could come up to the Reliet of the Place, 
and having defeated them, made themfelves Mafters of 
their Camp. 

This Mifcarriage of Tiffaphernes, added to feyeral o- 
ther Complaints made of his Conduct, engaged Artaxerxes, 
not only to difgrace him, butto caufe him to be put to Death. 
And Tithrauffes, to whom that Commiflion was given, fuc- 
ceeded him 1n the Command of the Army... The new Ge- 
neral propoted an Accommodation with the Spartans ; to 
which Aceflaus would give no Refolution, ‘till he knew the 
Minds of that People: However, he drew off his Force , 
lor the prefent into Phrygia. Ut was on this Maren, that 
he received a Letter from the Lacedemonian Magittrates, 
which invefted him with the Command of the Fleet, 
and gave him Power to nominate whom he pleafed, to 
ferve in his Room. Accordingly he made Pi/ander his 

Lieutenant 
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Lieutenant at Sea, a falfe Step, in the Opinion of Mr, 
Roflin. He had the Choice of many more experienced 
Perfons, but being married to his Sifter, he was more 
follicitous to aggrandize his own Family, than of the Pub- 
lick Good, a common ‘Temptation, adds Mr. Ro//in, of 
Perfons in Power. 

[he Spartan Army having béen very faccefsful in Phry- 
gia, Pharnabazes, who was Governor of that Country, 
cefigned a Conference with Ageflaus ; which being grant- 
ed, he put him in Remembrance of the Service he had 
cone the Grecians in the Peleponnefian War, for which he 
thought this hoftile Behaviour of theirs an ungrateful Re- 
turn. Aecfdaus on his Side, infifted upon the Freedom ot 
the Grecian Cities, as the only Conditions on which he 
fhould act as a Friend and Ally. He had been two Years 
at the iead of the Army, and his very Name was a Ter- 
rour to the Provinces ot the Upper Afia. Such Succels 
had attended his Caufe of afferring the Liberties ot the 
feveral Cities of Afia, that his Thoughts were now bent 
upon turning his Arms againft the King of Perfa, in his 
own [erritories. Tithraufes foon perceived his Defign, 
and, as the only Means he had left to fruftrate it, whica 
Jikewile fucceeded, he fent a large Sum of Money into 
Greece to corrupt the chiet Cities, and to engage them 
againft the Spartans. Thebes, Argos and Ccrinth entered 
into an Aliiance againft them, and they were foon follow- 
ed by 4rhens ; while the Lacedemonians marched into P/s- 
cis. Agofslaus was getting his Troops ready to march in- 
io Pera, when Advice came that Sparta was threatned 
with a farmidable War; on Account of which the Ephort 
recalled him to the Affiftance of his Country. He readily 
obeyed, and by the Way was informed, that Arzfodemus 
at the Head of the Lacedemonians, had fought a Battle, 
and gained a confiderable Victory near Corinth. ‘The two 
Fleets met about the fame Time, near Cufdos, in Caria, 
Where the Spartans were defeated, with a very confidera- 


| ~ ws ~~. 


‘The DefeGtion of moft of their Allies followed foon 
e from that Time, their Affairs were in a de- 
clining State. Azes/aus was in Boectia, and juit as he was 
upon the } oint ot giving Battle, he received an Account 
of that Defeat. The two Armies, which were almoft ol 
equal Force were drawn up in the Plains of Corona, 
Great Slaughter was made on both Sides, and tpe ~~ 
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remained doubtful for a Time: But, in the End, a com- 
pleat Victory fell to the Side of the Lacedemeniens.  Aee- 
Ji/aus, returning by Sea to Sparta, was received there with 
all imaginable Demonftrations of Joy ; but his Modetry 
and Simplicity, which encreafed with his Glory, contribu- 
ted the moft to recommend, him to the Eiteem of his 


Country. The Perfian Fleet, under the Command of 


Pharnabazes and Conon, being Mafters of the Sea, rava- 
ged the Coaft of Laconia ; and the latter being provided 
with a large Sum of Mony, rebuilt the Walls of Athens, 
and reitored it to its ancient Splendour. This was fo 
great a Mortification to the Spartans, and raifed their Jea- 
loufy to fuch a Pitch, that they made a fhameful Peace 
With Artaxerxes. Antalcidas was charged with ths Com- 
miffion, and, in Order to execute it, he failed yt a 
Fleet to Teribazes, and concluded the Treaty, accorwug 
to the Inftructions given him. 

The King of Perfa was inftated, by this Treaty, in 
the Poffeffion of all the Grecian T owns, in Afiz: And on 
his Side, he engaged to join thofe who fhould acceed to ir, 
and to make War againft all Oppofers. 

Our Author, aiter having obliged his Readers with 
fome beautiful Remarks, on the Degeneracy of the Lace- 
demonians and Athenians, proceeds to give an Account of 
the Wars betwen the Perfians, and Evaecras, King ot 
Salamis. The War of Cyprus having now lafted fix Years, 
Tiaxerxes employed all his Thoughts to put an End to 
*, and to that End fent the main Body of his Forces that 

ay. His Son-in-Law Orontes, commanded 300,000 Men 
by Land, while Zeridages commanded the Fleet, con- 
fifting of goo Gallies. All the Forces Evagoras could 
raife were inconfiderable, when compared with thof> ot 
Per fig. Tho’ it confifted cf no more than 20,000 Men, 
Bld a Fleet, which at firfit was but 90 Gallies, but was 
alterwards re-inforced by 60, which he built himfelf, and 
50 fent him, together with fome Money anc Provifions, 
by Achoris, King of Eeypt, he fuecefsfully attacked Pare 
ot the Enemy’s Army. A Sea-Fight foon followed, but 
in that the Perfians were victorious. 

Salamis being now befieged both by Sea and Vand, the 
King left the Defence of that City to his Son Pythavoras, 


.and flipped away by Night with ten Gzllies tor Eeypt 


His Defign was to engage the fatther A fiftance of King 
Achoris; but ia that he did not fucceed to his Withes? 
“ T t t And, 
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And, at his Return, he found his Affairs in fo bad a 
State, that he was obliged to come to a Capitulation. The 
Prop nfakn made him were, to deliver up all l the ‘Towns of 
Cyprus, (Salamis only excepted) to pay Artaxerxes a 
ve ‘arly Tribute, and to rema.n fubject to him. The laf 

ticle was th e only Stumbl ie ck but Teribazes 
“ rn d admit of no Alteration. 

Orontes, who became jealous of his Companion’ s Glory, 
accuied him to the Court, of treafonable Defigas againtt 
the King. Terz/azes, upon this Accufation, was con- 
ducted into Perfiz, where he demanded a legal Trial 
but Artaxerxes was too much employed at that Time, to 
take any farther Cognizance of that Affair. Tersbazes, 
in the mean Time, finding that the Cyprians made a itout 
feefence, and that his own Men began to defert, thought 
fit to drop the third Article, and, upon the King’s Com- 
plance with the other two, raifed the Siege. 

After this, Mr. Ro//im gives his Readers the Character 
of Fuageras, as drawn by Jfecrates, for the Ufe of his 
Son and Succeffor, Nicocles. He then purfues the Story 
oO: Terivazes, Who was honourably acquitted, no other 
Fyidence appearing againft him, than a Letter from 0-
